In' thVtmall of the back are
marks'' a If lie had been dragged
over tome rough surface, and of this
Injury he complaint more than of
any of the other Injuries.

At Arsf'lie did not teem to remem
ber when he left Oregon on this day,
but he gradually recovered conscious
nest, and remembered 'a portion of
his trip; however, all seemt a blank
to him after he pumped water for
hit liorse. Tile theory Is, and we
believe It a good one, Is that the
horse kicked him, and he became en-

tangled In the harness or cart, In
home manner, and was drug around
by the horse until he became ilIMn
tangled, and the bruise and scratches
on the body were thus caused.

The contusion, or cut on the head,
may hate been from the kick, or
when he fell he may have struck the
wheel of the cart, causing thu cut: or,
It Is pollute the discoloration on the
breast may lave been caused by the
kick-- no one knows, and may never
know.
